DRASTIC 
PENALTIES. 
For Ship Masters Who 
infringe New Law 


A Bill, shortly to be introduced 
in Legislative Council and 
published in to-day’s Government 
Gazette, is of considerable im- 
portance and interest to the ship- 
ping community on the China 
‘coast, . 

It is u Bill to amend the Merchant 
Shipping Ordinance, 1899, The only 
section ‘involved |s Section 22, sub- 
section 6, which males it compulsory 
for a master about to proceed to sca 
to hoist a Blue Peter and to obtain a 
port clea ve before doparture. 

The penalty was a fine of $250. 

The following paragraph has been 
added at’ the end of the sub-section: 
“I¢ the intended voyage is to any 
port .in Chins which has not been 
opened nt any time to foreign trade 
the Harbour Master may, at his 
ubsolute discretion, refuse to furnish 
a port ¢elearance” 

Treaty OF Tiontsin Ports 
The BU has been made neces- 
sary as a result of tho ‘conditlons 
brought about by tho Sino-Japancse 
_ hostilitics, 

Under the Treaty of Tientsin of 
1859, certain porta in China were 
opened to British shipping, They 
were not tuwfully entitied to enter 
other ports or to carry on clandestine ; 
trade along the coast, Any vessel 
Violating this provision ran the risle 
of being confiscated by the Chinese 
Government, '

fons in the Merchant Shipping Act

Charging, 
in especial the goalkeepers, is resorted to much 
more frequently these past weeks than I have 
fnown before, and in every case of charging the 
goalkeepers, the charger was penalised, even with 
the goalkeeper holding the ball. 

ccording to the wording of the rule book, under the 
heading “Fouls and Misconduct,” it is stated: “Charging 
is permissible so long as, in the opinion of the referee, it is 
fair, and the players concerned are attempting to play the 
ball”; ‘and, in respect to goalkeepers: “A player shall be 
penalised if he intentionally charges the goalkeeper except 
when he (the goalkeeper) is holding the ball, or is wilfully 
obstructing an opponent. hi : 


It is not.for me to decide 
whut those words mean, or how 
it is intended that they should 
be interpreted: by referees, but 
some referees have trented cases 
of charging with a great amount 
of circumspection. Whatever 
the rights or wrongs of such a 
wourse of action—and I repeat 
that J am not actting up in 

’ business as .a footbnll law inter- 
preter—I think it will be‘agreed 
that it is just as well that the 
question is brought to the fore. 

For the betterment of relations all 
round, a clear-cut charging rule, In- 
terpreted by all referees in the same 
way, must be given.

TAXATION COMMITTEE 


Property, Business And 
Salary Allowances 


The War Revenue Committee, appointed by Government to 


devine means of raising money 


costs has completed its report of an alternative scheme to Income 


Tax. 


Tho Committee's report states: 

The Committee was originally ap- 
pointed to examine and advise on the 
dctuiled provisions of n draft Income 
Tax Bill, based on the Ceylon In- 
come Tax Ordinance of 1932, which 
had been prepared by Government 
after His Exceliency the Governor's 
announcement. in the Legislative 
Council on October 12, 1930, that 
Government proposed to ralse new 
revenue for war purposes by means 
of an Income Tax. Later, in view 
of the opposition to Government's 
Proposal which was voiced by the 
Unofficial Members at the meetings 
of the Legislative Council on Novem- 
ber 9 nnd 16, 1939, tnd because it 
was felt that the principle of an 
Income Tax for this Colony and the 
| possibiity of ralsing ~ add§tlonal 
revenue by alternative means were 
matters which should properly come 
within the purview of the Committee, 
the terms of reference were extend- 
ed.

The conclusion to which we came 
was thut the best alternative means 
of imposing {axatlon of approximate- 
ly the same degree of severity and 
having approximately the same In- 
eldence as the proposed Income Tnx 
appeared to be a combination of 
taxes on property, on salories ond 
analogous -Incomes and on corpora- 
tlon and professional and business 
Profits mado fn the Colony assessed 
on bases ond at rates calculated to 
impose very brondly the same degree 
of sucrifice on the several classes of 
Persons nffected. Such a’ combina- 
‘tlon of taxes would constitute a 
Parflal income tax, freed of many 
complicitions owing to its being 
limited in scope and approximately 
adjusted, to individual ability to pay. 
In_ particular much of the enquiry 
into .personal circumstances which 
was. apprehended from the ad- 
»ministration of a full income tax 
would be avoided.
